SYNOPSIS 


On February 23, 2020, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Sergeants Shawn O'Donnell, 
Jeremy Carr, and Lieutenant David Grall responded to Malibu Lost Hills Station 
regarding a Category 3 use of force. The force occurred on the southbound 101 
Freeway at Kanan Road, Agoura Hills. The suspect sustained a right orbital fracture, 
which was documented under URN: 920-01160-2224-201 [Exhibit A]. 


SUMMARY 


On February 23, 2020, Deputy Christopher Loman was assigned to Malibu Lost Hills 
Station as Unit 226 on early morning shift. Deputy Loman was traveling southbound on 
the 101 Freeway at Kanan Road, when he saw multiple vehicles stopped near the 
center of the freeway with smoke emitting from a vehicle. Deputy Loman believed a 
vehicle collision may have occurred. Deputy Loman turned on his flashing lights to 
block oncoming traffic to prevent another collision. 


Deputy Loman approached the area in his vehicle where the smoke was rising. Deputy 
Loman saw debris, vehicle parts scattered throughout the freeway. He also saw several 
people standing outside of their vehicles. As Deputy Loman drove closer to the smoke, 
he saw a grey Nissan Murano (Ca mz facing northbound. The vehicle was 
unoccupied, and the driver's side door was open. A witness (Witness) at the 
scene pointed toward a male Hispanic adult (Suspect Andrade) and said, “He is really 
drunk.” Deputy Loman noticed Suspect Andrade could not keep his balance or stand 
straight. As Deputy Loman watched Suspect Andrade, he saw him stumble into 
oncoming traffic. 


IAB Note: Suspect Andrade’s full name is William Eduardo Andrade 
Leon. He uses Andrade as his last name, as opposed to Leon. 


Deputy Loman feared Suspect Andrade would get be struck by oncoming traffic. 
Deputy Loman used his hands to grab both of Suspect Andrade’s arms, and placed his 
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arms behind his back. Suspect Andrade immediately started to pull away from Deputy 
Loman and yelled at him in Spanish. Deputy Loman noticed Suspect Andrade’s speech 
was slow and he could not understand what Suspect Andrade was trying to 
communicate to him. Deputy Loman smelled the odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting 
from Suspect Andrade’s person. Suspect Andrade continued to pull away from Deputy 
Loman’s control hold. Deputy Loman gave Suspect Andrade verbal commands to relax 
and to stop pulling away from him. Deputy Loman was able to keep a hold of Suspect 
Andrade’s arms as he continued to flail his body left and right while moving toward 
oncoming traffic. 


Deputy Loman feared Suspect Andrade would get struck by oncoming traffic and pulled 
him back from the vehicles, which were traveling at high rates of speed. Deputy Loman 
placed Suspect Andrade against the rear driver's side quarter panel of the vehicle 
involved in the collision to keep him from walking into oncoming traffic. Deputy Loman 
used his handheld radio and requested two units backup to his location. 


Suspect Andrade continued to flail his body from the left to right, and tensed up his 
arms. Deputy Loman gave Suspect Andrade additional commands to stop fighting. 
Suspect Andrade continued to yell at Deputy Loman in Spanish and pushed his body off 
the vehicle. Deputy Loman believed Suspect Andrade was trying to create space to 
free his arms. Suspect Andrade continued to resist and tried to pull away. Suspect 
Andrade’s actions prevented Deputy Loman from transmitting on his radi ordinate 
the backup units to his location. Deputy Loman asked a male te | at the 
scene to push the transmit button on his radio so he could communicate wit 

responding units. 


Suspect Andrade became agitated and continued to yell at Deputy Loman in “slurred 
Spanish.” Simultaneously, the suspect pushed his entire body off the vehicle in order 
for Deputy Loman to “lose his balance”. Deputy Loman continued to give Suspect 
Andrade commands to stop fighting. Suspect Andrade began to turn his body in a 
clockwise manner to face Deputy Loman. Suspect Andrade continued to resist and 
tried to pull away from Deputy Loman. Deputy Loman feared he would be pushed into 
oncoming traffic. Deputy Loman dropped his right leg back and simultaneously rotated 
his body clockwise, taking the suspect to the ground. The suspect landed on his 
stomach. Deputy Loman managed to maintain control of Suspect Andrade’s body. 
Suspect Andrade immediately stopped fighting. Deputy Loman did not see the suspect 
strike his head on the ground. 


While on the ground, Deputy Loman maintained a kneeling position and used his left 
knee to pin Suspect Andrade’s left arm down, while controlling his right arm behind his 
back. Deputy Loman controlled Suspect Andrade on the ground. Deputy Loman 
requested paramedics and a supervisor to his location. 


Deputy Long (Unit 226) was the first backup unit to arrive on the scene and saw 


Suspect Andrade lying face down on the ground, while Deputy Loman pinned Suspect 
Andrade’s body down with his knee. Deputy Long immediately held down Suspect 
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Andrade’s feet with both his hands while Deputy Loman held down his upper body. Unit 
224A (Deputies Menejyan and Matthew) were the second backup unit to arrive on 
scene. Deputy Menejyan placed handcuffs on Suspect Andrade, who no longer 
resisted. Deputies Menejyan and Long helped Suspect Andrade stand up. Deputies 
Menejyan and Long walked Suspect Andrade to their patrol vehicle without further 
incident. 


Los Angeles County Fire Department (LACFD) personnel responded to the scene and 
evaluated Suspect Andrade’s injuries. California Highway Patrol (CHP) Office: 
responded to the location and took control of the vehicle collision investigation, 
report number #9580-2020-00621 [Exhibit B]. Suspect Andrade was subsequently 
transported by Deputies Menejyan and Matthews to West Hills Hospital and Medical 
Center for treatment and clearance to be booked. Suspect Andrade was diagnosed 
with a right orbital fracture. Refer to Suspect Andrade’s medical records [Exhibit C]. 


IAB Note: Suspect Andrade was determined to be the rear passenger in 
the vehicle involved in the traffic collision. 


Deputies identified four witnesses at the scene. Sergeant James Callahan, 
interviewed witnesses lil ~~ the scene. Witness 
Bi E in Exhibit A) left the location prior to Sergeant Callahan's arrival and did 
not give a statement. 


Deputies Loman, Long, Menejyan and Matthews reported their actions and 
observations to Sergeant Callahan [EXHIBIT A].

SUSPECT’S INJURIES 


Suspect Andrade was transported to West Hills Hospital and Medical Center where he 
was treated by Dr. Danie! Bedi. Suspect Andrade was diagnosed with a right orbital 
fracture. Dr. Bedi was unable to determine if Suspect Andrade sustained the injury from 
the vehicle collision or the use of force. Dr. Bedi said the injuries sustained by Suspect 
Andrade were consistent with a vehicle collision or a take down to the ground. 


IAB Note: Per https://templehealth.org, 
An orbital fracture occurs when one or more of the bones 
around the eyeball break, often caused by a hard blow to the 
face. 
Suspect Andrade authorized the release of his medical records to IAB investigators. 
IAB investigators obtained Suspect Andrade’s medical records from the hospital 
pertaining to his emergency room visit on February 23, 2020. Refer to medical records 
[Exhibit C]. Suspect Andrade’s injuries were photographed [Exhibit D] and included 
with this case. 
DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 
Deputy personnel were not injured during this incident. 
PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


Suspect Andrade’s Blood Alcohol Level registered at .283%, which was obtained by 
hospital staff [Exhibit C]. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


The location where the use of force occurred was on a busy freeway. IAB investigators 
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were unable to take additional photographs of the scene safely due to the speeds of 
vehicles traveling southbound on the 101 Freeway.

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION AND CHARGES FILED 


The criminal investigation was handled by Malibu Lost Hills Station detectives. On June 
2, 2020, Malibu Lost Hills Station detectives presented the criminal case to the Los 
Angeles County District Attorney's Office for filing consideration. The District Attorney's 
Office filed one misdemeanor count of 148(a)(1) P.C. — Resist or Delay a Peace Officer 
under case #OVW00421. Suspect Andrade has a pretrial hearing date of November 
17, 2020, in Van Nuys court. Refer to the Minute Order [MISCELLANEOUS 
DOCUMENTS]. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred early in the morning, at 0044 hours. The use of force was in the 
hours of darkness. The 101 Freeway was lite by vehicle lights traveling on the freeway 
and freeway lights. The weather was clear was not a factor. 


STATEMENTS 


The following interviews were recorded and transcribed. For more information and 
precise wording, see the attached verbatim interview transcriptions. The audio 
recordings and the transcribed interviews are submitted with the case. The following 
narratives contain summaries of the interviews: 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY CHRISTOPHER LOMAN 
On May 14, 2020, Deputy Loman was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Shawn O'Donnell 
and Louis Serrano at Internal Affairs Bureau. Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons, from the 


Gibbons Firm represented Deputy Loman during this interview. 


On February 23, 2020, Deputy Loman was working Unit 226, assigned to Malibu Lost 
Hills Station. At approximately 0044 hours, Deputy Loman was traveling southbound on 
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the 101 Freeway at Kanan Road, when he saw smoke coming from a vehicle and debris 
on the freeway. As Deputy Loman drove closer, he saw a gray Nissan Murano in the 
center of the freeway that was involved in a collision. Deputy Loman also saw 
numerous people at the scene. Deputy Loman exited his vehicle, and Witness 

pointed at a male (Suspect Andrade) and said, “He is really drunk.” Deputy Loman 
attempted to ascertain if the occupants of the vehicle needed medical attention and to 
get them off the freeway. 


Deputy Loman saw Suspect Andrade stumbling into oncoming traffic as vehicles were 
speeding past him. Deputy Loman feared Suspect Andrade could be struck by 
oncoming traffic. Deputy Loman gave Suspect Andrade verbal commands to get out of 
the traffic lane. Suspect Andrade continued to stumble and did not comply with Deputy 
Loman’s commands. Deputy Loman grabbed Suspect Andrade’s arms and escorted 
him toward the rear of the vehicle. Deputy Loman smelled the odor of an alcoholic 
beverage coming from Suspect Andrade’s person 


Suspect Andrade began to pull away from Deputy Loman grasp while attempting to 
walk into oncoming traffic. Deputy Loman gave Suspect Andrade multiple commands to 
“stop” and “relax.” Suspect Andrade thrashed his body to the left and right while 
continuing to walk toward traffic lanes. Deputy Loman used his body against Suspect 
Andrade’s body to pin him against the vehicle. 


Deputy Loman summoned a male (Witness at the scene to press the transmit 
button on his radio so he (Deputy Loman) could coordinate responding units to his 
location. Deputy Loman requested the witness's help so he could maintain his grip on 
Suspect Andrade. Deputy Loman gave Suspect Andrade more commands to stop or he 
would take him to the ground. Suspect Andrade refused to comply with Deputy 
Loman’s commands. Fearing Suspect Andrade would push Deputy Loman into traffic, 
Deputy Loman pivoted his body, dropped back his right foot, turned his body clockwise 
while maintaining Suspect Andrade’s arms behind his back and took him down to the 
ground. Deputy Loman landed on top of Suspect Andrade. Deputy Loman used his left 
knee from a kneeling position to pin Suspect Andrade’s left arm down and maintained 
control of Suspect Andrade’s right arm behind his back. Suspect Andrade stopped 
resisting Deputy Loman while on the ground. As he maintained control of Suspect 
Andrade on the ground, Deputy Loman requested for the fire department and a 
supervisor to his location. 


Deputies Long, Menejyan and Matthews arrived at the location. Deputy Long held 
down both of Suspect Andrade’s feet with his hands. Deputy Menejyan handcuffed 
Suspect Andrade without resistance. Suspect Andrade was escorted to Deputy 
Menejyan's patrol vehicle. Deputy Loman located Witnesses E ec 

who witnessed the use of force. The witnesses spoke to Sergeant 
Callahan at the scene. 


Deputy Loman arrested Suspect Andrade for 647 P.C., Drunk in Public. Suspect 
Andrade was transported to the hospital by Deputies Matthews and Menejyan for 
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treatment of his injuries and a clearance to be booked. CHP responded to the location 
and took control of the traffic collision investigation. 


Deputy Loman reported his use of force to Sergeant Callahan and debriefed the 
incident with him. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESS DAVID LONG 


On June 24, 2020, Deputy Long was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Shawn O'Donnell 
and Connie Delgado at Internal Affairs Bureau. 


On February 23, 2020, Deputy Long was working Unit 222A, assigned to Malibu Lost 
Hills Station on the early morning shift. During his shift, he heard Unit 226 (Deputy 
Loman) ask for emergent backup on the 101 Freeway. Deputy Long responded Code-3 
(emergency lights and siren) to the 101 Freeway just north of Kanan Road off ramp. 
Deputy Long said it took him approximately three minute to arrive at the location. 


Upon arrival, Deputy Long saw debris from a traffic collision on the number three and 
four lanes of the 101 freeway. Deputy Long saw a male individual (Suspect Andrade) 
lying in a prone position while he kicked his legs. Deputy Loman was in a kneeling 
position with one knee (unknown which knee) on the ground and his other knee on 
Suspect Andrade's back. Vehicle traffic from the 101 Freeway veered around Deputy 
Loman and Suspect Andrade. Deputy Long ran to Deputy Loman's position and 
immediately held down the suspect's legs. Suspect Andrade did not resist while he held 
down Suspect Andrade’s calves. While on the ground, Suspect Andrade screamed 
toward the deputies. Deputy Menejyan arrived shortly after and handcuffed Suspect 
Andrade without incident or resistance. 


Deputies Long and Menejyan placed Suspect Andrade on his side and helped him onto 
his feet. Deputies Long and Menejyan walked Suspect Andrade to Deputy Menejyan’s 
patrol vehicle and placed him in the back seat. Deputy Loman requested the fire 
department to the scene to treat Suspect Andrade for his injuries. Deputy Long said 
CHP arrived and took control of the traffic collision investigation. Deputy Long reported 
his actions to Sergeant Callahan. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESS GRIGOR MENEJYAN 
On May 12, 2020, Deputy Menejyan was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Shawn O'Donnell 


via telephone due to the COVID-19 pandemic. Deputy Menejyan elected to participate 
in the interview without representation. 


On February 23, 2020, Deputy Menejyan was working Unit 224A, assigned to Malibu 
Lost Hills Station on the early morning shift with a Deputy Matthews. 
Deputy Menejyan heard Unit 226 (Deputy Loman) ask for emergent backup regarding 
an uncooperative person at a traffic collision on the 101 Freeway. Deputies Menejyan 
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and Matthews responded Code-3 to the 101 Freeway just north of the Kanan Road off 
tamp. Deputy Menejyan took approximately five minute to arrive at the location from 
the city of Calabasas. When Deputy Menejyan arrived, he saw a vehicle in the middle 
of the freeway. Next to the vehicle, Deputy Menejyan saw a male Hispanic lying face 
down on the ground with Deputies Loman and Long, holding him down. Suspect 
Andrade did not resist the deputies at that point. Deputy Menejyan ran over to the 
suspect and placed handcuffs on him without any resistance. 


Deputies Menejyan and Long assisted Suspect Andrade onto his feet. Deputy 
Menejyan smelled a strong odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting from Suspect 
Andrade’s person. Due to Suspect Andrade’s intoxication level, Deputies Menejyan and 
Long helped Suspect Andrade walk to Deputy Menejyan's patrol vehicle. Suspect 
Andrade was placed in the backseat without incident. 


Deputy Menejyan said the fire department arrived at the location and treated Suspect 
Andrade for his injuries. Deputies Menejyan and Matthews transported Suspect 
Andrade to the hospital for further treatment. During the transportation of Suspect 
Andrade, he urinated on himself in the backseat of the patrol vehicle. Suspect Andrade 
was treated by Dr. Bedi. Dr. Bedi signed an “ok to book” for Suspect Andrade. 
Deputies Menejyan and Matthews transported and booked Suspect Andrade at Malibu 
Lost Hills Station without incident. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESS BENJAMIN MATTHEWS 


On June 24, 2020, Deputy Matthews was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Shawn 
O'Donnell and Connie Delgado at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Matthews elected to 
participate in the interview without representation. 


On February 23, 2020, Deputy Matthews was working Unit 224A, assigned to Malibu 
Lost Hills Station on the early morning shift with his} Deputy Menejyan. Deputy 
Matthews heard Unit 226 (Deputy Loman) ask for assistance for a deputy involved in a 
fight on the 101 Freeway. Deputies Matthews and Menejyan responded Code-3 to the 
101 Freeway near Kanan Road. Deputy Matthews said it took him approximately three 
to four minutes to arrive at the assistance location. 


Upon arrival, Deputy Matthews saw Deputy Loman’s patrol vehicle in the middle of the 
freeway with its rotating lights on. Deputy Matthews pulled behind Deputy Loman’s 
vehicle, and Deputy Menejyan ran to assist Deputy Loman. Deputy Matthews exited his 
vehicle and saw a male Hispanic (Suspect Andrade) lying on his side on the ground. 
Deputy Matthews saw Deputy Long near Suspect Andrade's feet while Deputy 
Menejyan placed handcuffs on the suspect. Deputy Matthews did not see Suspect 
Andrade resist the deputies at any time. Deputy Matthews said Suspect Andrade 
appeared very intoxicated. He and Deputy Menejyan helped the suspect stand up. 
Deputies Matthews and Menejyan escorted Suspect Andrade to their patrol vehicle 
without incident. Deputy Matthews observed a laceration to Suspect Andrade's 
forehead and the side of his face. 
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Deputies Matthews and Menejyan transported Suspect Andrade to the hospital for 
further medical treatment and an “ok to book.” While transporting Suspect Andrade to 
the hospital, he urinated on himself in the backseat of the patrol vehicle. Deputies 
Matthews and Menejyan later transported and booked Suspect Andrade at Malibu Lost 
Hills Station without incident. 


CIVILIAN WITNESS FY 


On February 23, 2020, Witness E -- interviewed by Sergeant Callahan at the 
scene. 


Witness 2s driving on the freeway and saw a vehicle stuck in the middle of the 
freeway. Witness ll stopped his vehicle and saw a female in the rear seat of the 
vehicle in the middle of the freeway yelling at a male (Suspect Andrade) in the front 
passenger seat. Witness [believed the male was under the influence of alcohol. 
Witness Mii aw a deputy (Deputy Loman) arrive at the scene. Suspect Andrade 
was “acting all crazy” and tried run into oncoming traffic. Deputy Loman placed Suspect 
Andrade against the back portion of the vehicle. Suspect Andrade yelled at Deputy 
Loman while being held against the vehicle. Deputy Loman gave Suspect Andrade 
commands to calm down as he was tried to “get away” from the deputy. Deputy Loman 
took Suspect Andrade down to the ground, and Witness]fheld Suspect Andrade’s 
legs down until other deputies arrived and relieved him.

On February 23, 2020, Witness | ves interviewed by Sergeant Callahan at 
the scene. 


Witnes EEE s driving on the freeway when he saw a vehicle make a 


“ninety-degree turn” into the center divider of the freeway. Witness 
his vehicle to check on the occupants of the vehicle. Witness, 
pull the occupants out of the vehicle and saw the driver (Mr. 
his own. MS å a female passenger (Ms.

Witness believed Suspect Andrade appeared extremely drunk. Witness 
said a police officer (Deputy Loman) arrived at the scene. Witness

“acting all drunk and stupid.” Deputy Loman placed Suspect Andrade against the 
vehicle involved in the collision and a few minutes later the suspect "wanted to run 
away.” Deputy Loman placed Suspect Andrade “gently” on the ground and another 
Witness helped Deputy Loman keep Suspect Andrade down. Witness 
believed Deputy Loman had no choice but to take Suspect Andrade to the

On February 23, 2020, Witness Bas interviewed by Sergeant Callahan at the 
scene. 
Witness Biia s traveling southbound on the 101 Freeway at Kanan Drive when she 


saw a vehicle collide into the center divider. Witness exited her vehicle and 
helped the driver CA rear passenger 4 and front passenger 
(Suspect Andrade) exit the vehicle. Witness believed Suspect Andrade appeared 


extremely intoxicated and spoke “gibberish.” 


Witness backed away from Suspect Andrade and saw an officer (Deputy Loman) 
arrive at the scene. wine EO Deputy Loman to get Suspect Andrade before 
he walked into traffic. Suspect Andrade yelled at Deputy Loman. Deputy Loman 
pinned Suspect Andrade against the vehicle involved in the traffic collision. Deputy 
Loman had one of Suspect Andrade’s arms behind his back. 


Witness filsaic the suspect did not listen or “obey” Deputy Loman, and the deputy 
was unable to control the suspect. Witness bserved Deputy Loman take Suspect 
Andrade to the ground. Witness Hic if Deputy Loman had not tak uspect 
Andrade down, he would have been hit by passing vehicles. witness, other 
officers arrived and they placed Suspect Andrade under arrest. 


CIVILIAN WITNESS 


On February 23, 2020, Witness las interviewed by Sergeant Callahan at the 
scene. 


Witness said he was traveling southbound 101 Freeway at Kanan Road. He 
saw a Nissan Murano make an abrupt left turn and collided into the center divider. 


Witness topped his vehicle to help. Witness aw a female citizen 
(Witness: help the passengers a Mrs. ind Suspect 


Andrade) exit the vehicle that was involved in the traffic collision. 


Witness av Suspect Andrade act belligerent and attempted to walk into 
oncoming traffic. Witness ME said a deputy (Deputy Loman) arrived on scene and 
tried to restrain Suspect Andrade from walking into oncoming traffic. Suspect Andrade 
yelled at vir A on Ms ens did not cooperate with Deputy Loman. 


Deputy Loman “detained” Suspect Andrade against the rear of the vehicle ‘in a nice 
calm manner.” Suspect Andrade tried to get away from Deputy Loman, but he was 
taken down to the ground so he could not walk into traffic. Responding deputies arrived 
sted Suspect Andrade. An ambulance was called to the scene. Witness

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SUSPECT WILLIAM ANDRADE LEON 


On February 23, 2020, IAB Sergeants Jeremy Carr and Shawn O'Donnell responded to 
Malibu Lost Hills Station and interviewed Suspect William Andrade in the detoxification 
cell. Malibu Lost Hills Station Jailer, Arthur Lopez AEE translated Spanish to 
English for Suspect Andrade for this interview. 

Suspect Andrade could not tell IAB investigators what happened to him, nor did he 
remember being involved in a traffic collision. Suspect Andrade admitted drinking six to 
seven beers and a shot of rum earlier in the evening at a company party. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


IAB investigators learned the vehicle Suspect Andrade was traveling in was occupied by 
ae: a During the investigation 
it was determined Mr. as the driver of the vehicle and Ms, as the 
rear passenger. Both parties were transported to Los Robles Regional Hospital in 
Thousand Oaks. IAB investigators made numerous attempts to contact both parties via 
telephone and certified mail. IAB investigators attempted to contact Wines: ill 
phone and certified letter. The witness have not contacted IAB investigators during this 
investigation. Lieutenant Diez interviewed Suspect Andrade prior to IAB investigators 
arrival. The interview was placed on a DVD and submitted with this force review 
[MISCELLANEOUS DOCUMENTS]. 
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
